Police try to 
trace man’s 
last days 

O Social media plea for tips a first for EPS 
investigation O Detective says homicide 
victim’s ID ‘tentative’ based on family help 


Police have tentatively identified a 
man whose remains were discov¬ 
ered on a farm off 156 Street near 
St. Albert Trail a week ago. 

Although the body of Kyle Gay- 
da, 27, was found July 27 in a 
bumed-out Chevrolet Impala reg¬ 
istered to him, police determined 
it was a homicide just last Friday. 

Gayda was last seen ahve July 14, 
and investigators hope social 
media, namely a video posted on 
the EPS Facebook page, will help 
fill in details between then and July 
27. 

“It’s something we’ve never 
done before,” said EPS Det. Dan 
Jones on Thursday. 

Police have also released photos 
of Gayda, and are working with his 
family to determine what hap¬ 
pened to him, Jones said. 

EPS is still awaiting confirma¬ 
tion from the medical examiner’s 
office based on dental records and

DNA, said Jones, but investigators 
“believe it is Kyle Gayda.” 

Jones said Gayda was known to 
police and is originally from B.C.

The city’s wheels are well in 
motion on installing new 
on-street bicycle routes, en¬ 
couraging Edmontonians to 
trade in their four tires for 
two. 

To date, 12 kilometres of 
new routes have been in¬ 
stalled out of the planned 
18 that are predicted to be 
completed by next month. 

“The project is part of a 
larger plan to install close 
to 500 kilometers of on¬ 
street cycling facihties with¬ 
in the next 10 to 20 years,” 
transportation engineer An¬ 
drew Siggelkow said. 

Most will be strictly for 
bikes only — the first dedi¬ 
cated bike lanes in the city 
to flow with traffic. 

The south-side lanes on 
76 Avenue, 97 Street, 106 
Street and Saddleback Road 
Loop will be maintained 
throughout the entire year. 


Pedal forward 


► Before this project, there 
were 117 kilometers of bike 
routes and sharrows 
(marked lanes shared with 
vehicles) and six kilometers 
of dedicated lanes on one¬ 
way streets. 

► The work is generally being 
done along with neighbour¬ 
hood renewal, but routes 
on roads with questionable 
conditions will likely be re¬ 
habilitated within the next 
one to two years. 

creating a permanent park¬ 
ing ban along some roads. 

“We’ve received both 
complaints and positive 
feedback,” Siggelkow said. 

Local cychst Jon Navarra 
is excited, even though 
there haven’t been any bike 
lanes constructed in his 
area — yet. 

“It’s great seeing more 
cychsts using the streets,” 
he said.

“If we got an invitation 
to a wedding, we would 
have to check the calen¬ 
dar,” she said. 

Brennan now helps out 
in volunteer services, a go¬ 
to department for the grow¬ 
ing droves of helpers who 
make the Gallagher Park 
weekend festivities possi¬ 
ble. 

“The first year, they had 
me in the box office be¬ 


cause 1 had a surety bond 
and no one else did. In 
1980, a million dollars was 
a lot of money,” she said. 

Brennan added her 
greatest gain has been the 
Mends she’s made, includ¬ 
ing a Scottish gentleman 
who made the trip to volun¬ 
teer eveiy year until recent¬ 
ly because of rising travel 
costs.

O Cheaterville.com allows users to accuse others of infidelity 
O Website currently has 10,000 profiles of alleged heartbreakers 


For those with an itch to 
cheat, there’s a new reason 
to think twice before 
sneaking around — unless 
you want to risk being out- 
ed online. 

Cheaterville.com, a U.S.- 
based website that made its 
way to Canada last month, 
allows anon 3 mious users to 
post stories accusing 
friends, enemies, cowork¬ 
ers, ex-lovers and acquain¬ 
tances of infidelity. The site 
currently has about 10,000 
profiles of alleged cheaters, 
which include full names, 
ages, hometowns, marital 
statuses, photos and other 
information. 

The infidelity stories are 
not verified but that 
doesn’t wony founder and 
CEO James McGibney. 

“Tliere’s lots of things 
on the Internet and not 
everything is validated. At 
the end of the day, it’s up to 
the person who’s reading 
the post to determine 
whether it’s true or not,” 
said McGibney, noting that 
the site is moderated and 
posts with nude photos, 
personal phone numbers 
or credit card information 
are not allowed. 

McGibney launched the 
site on Valentine’s Day in 
Las Vegas and it has been 
gaining popularity since 
then. 

A former U.S. marine, 
McGibney says he decided 
to start Cheaterville.com af¬ 
ter a fellow marine found 
out his wife had been 



cheating on him during his 
deplo 3 mient. Less than six

months later, the site gets 
about 250,000 hits on a 
slow day, and McGibney 
hopes that it will soon 
reach a solid five million 
weekly hits. 

Critics, however, argue 
the site provides angiy exes 
with an outlet to spread 
false information, ruin ca¬ 
reers and break up fami¬ 
lies. 

One Canadian listed on 
Cheaterville.com, who 
wished to remain un¬ 
named, denied the accusa¬ 
tions and said the site has 
no business publicizing pri¬ 
vate matters. The allega¬ 
tions could cause families 


enormous distress and ruin 
professional reputations, 
the accused added. 

But McGibney said he is 
not concerned about pro¬ 
tecting the reputations of 
cheaters or worrying 
whether cheaters’ employ¬ 
ers will discover their indis¬ 
cretions and fire them. 

“You absolutely get what 
you deserve. We’re here for 
the people who have been 
cheated on, not the 
cheaters. I don’t care about 
the cheaters,” he said. “In 
my opinion, it serves them 
right if something like that 
happens to them.”

da,” he said. “The law is 
completely different here, 
it’s sort of uncharted terri- 
toiy. The law is not clear 
where websites may be li¬ 
able or not.”

Polygamist found

O Jeffs faces up to life in prison for relationships with 
two young followers O Sect is offshoot of Mormonism 


A Texas jury convicted po¬ 
lygamist sect leader War¬ 
ren Jeffs of child sexual 
assault Thursday in a case 
stemming from two 
young followers he took 
as brides in what his 
church calls “spiritual 
marriages.” 

The 55-year-old head of 
the Fundamentalist 
Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints stood 
stone-faced as the verdict 
was read. 

Jeffs, who acted as his 
own attorney, faces up to 
life in prison. The jury 
went immediately into 
sentencing proceedings. 
They had deliberated on a 
verdict for more than 
three hours.

Mubarak’s 
men return 
to court 

O Thursday’s hearing focused on 


procedural issues 

A day after the start of Hos- 
ni Mubarak’s historic trial, 
seven of his co-defendants 
were back in the court¬ 
room on Thursday on 
charges of complicity in 
the killing of protesters 
during the uprising that 
toppled Eg57pt’s longtime 
president. 

The hearing of former 
interior minister Habib el- 
Adly and six top police offi¬ 
cials was broadcast live on 
Egyptian state television. 

The seven first appeared 
in court on Wednesday in 
the same defendants’ cage 
with Mubarak and his two 
sons — one-time heir ap¬ 
parent Gamal and busi¬ 
nessman Alaa — in a 
related case that is tried by 
the same judge. The 
Mubaraks’ trial resumes 
Aug. 15. 

Mubarak, el-Adly and 
the six police officials face 
the death penalty if con-

victed over the protesters’ 
deaths. 

The three Mubaraks sep¬ 
arately face corruption 
charges. 

El-Adly was Mubarak’s 
interior minister for more 
than a decade, in charge of 
the country’s 500,000- 
strong security forces. 

Some of the worst hu¬ 
man-rights abuses during 
Mubarak’s 29 years in of¬ 
fice are blamed on el-Adly 
and his police force. 

Judge Ahmed Rifaat 
opened boxes of evidence, 
including police logs, sev¬ 
eral weapons and ammuni¬ 
tion rounds. One piece of 
evidence was the blood- 
soaked jacket of one of the 
850 protesters killed dur¬ 
ing the 18-day uprising. 

The judge gave the 
lawyers a week to examine 
the evidence before hear¬ 
ings resume on Aug. 14.

HOAX SCARE 

Fake bomb 
extortion 
attempt: 
Police 

Police were hunting 
Thursday for a masked 
man who chained a fake 
bomb to a young 
woman’s neck after 
breaking into her 
wealthy family’s home 
in an extortion attempt 
that Australia’s prime 
minister said resembled 
“a Holl 5 rwood script.” 

In a climactic scene 
late Wednesday, bomb- 
squad specialists safely 
freed Madeleine Pulver 
after 10 harrowing hours 
with the device attached 
around her neck. The 18- 
year-old was not hurt 
and police determined 
the device contained no 
explosives. 

A note of demands 
had been attached to the 
device, New South Wales 
state police Det. Supt. 
Luke Moore said, though 
he declined to specify 
what the demands were. 

“We are treating this 
as an attempted 
extortion — a very seri¬ 
ous attempted 
extortion,” Moore said. 


The drama began on 
Wednesday afternoon in 
the upscale Sydney sub¬ 
urb of Mosman when 
Pulver’s family contact¬ 
ed police, saying their 
daughter had been 
attacked and there was a 
strange device attached 
to her. 

Bomb technicians, ne¬ 
gotiators and detectives 
rushed to the scene. 
Neighbouring homes 
were evacuated, streets 
were closed, and medical 
and fire crews waited 
nearby. 

Pulver told police a 
man wearing a mask 
broke into her home and 
confronted her while 
she was in the kitchen. 
The teen said the man 
forced her to stay still 
while he fitted the 
device to her neck, and 
then fled. 

When officials arrived 
on the scene, they found 
Pulver alone in the 
house with the 
suspicious device 
tethered to her neck by a 
chain. 

The family lives in 
one of Sydney’s ritziest 
areas and her father, 
William Pulver, is CEO of 
an information technol¬ 
ogy company. On Thurs¬ 
day, he fought back tears 
as he talked about his 
daughter’s horrifying or¬ 
deal.

Red Cross to double budget to help 
bring food to starving Somalis 


The International Commit¬ 
tee of the Red Cross an¬ 
nounced plans Thursday to 
more than double its budg¬ 
et to feed starving Somalis, 
particularly thousands of 
children suffering from a 
confluence of drought, vio¬ 


lence and internal politics. 

The group says the mal¬ 
nutrition rate among chil¬ 
dren under the age of five is 
now above 20 per cent — 
and climbing. 

At an impromptu news 
conference, ICRC president 


Jakob Kellenberger ap¬ 
pealed to donors for 67-mil¬ 
lion Swiss francs ($86 
million US) to help a further 
1.1-million people in 
famine-affected parts of 
“ever more desperate” So¬ 
malia, which would bring 


its budget for Somalia to 
120-million francs this year. 

He said the Geneva-based 
ICRC recently completed 
deliveiy of food and med¬ 
ical aid for 162,000 people 
in central and southern So¬ 
malia.

Air Canada has been fined 
$50,000 US by the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Transporta¬ 
tion for violating 

“deceptive price advertis¬ 
ing” rules in online ads. 

The government agency 
found that Canada’s 
largest carrier displayed 
ads on its websites in early 
2011 that didn’t disclose 
taxes and fees tacked onto 
advertised fares. 

Consumers who clicked 


on the ads were taken to 
Air Canada’s website but 
could not find details of 
the additional taxes and 
fees unless they scrolled 
down to the fine print at 
the bottom of the page, 
the department said. 

Transportation Depart¬ 
ment rules require that 
any U.S. or foreign carrier 
that advertises a price for 
air transportation must 
state the full price to be 


paid by the consumer, in¬ 
cluding all carrier-imposed 
surcharges. 

The only exception is 
passenger facility charges, 
which may be stated sepa¬ 
rately, but must be clearly 
disclosed in the ad. 

Beginning in January, 
carriers will be required to 
include all government 
taxes and fees in adver¬ 
tised fares.

O British lawmakers call on Morgan to spill about scandal 


CNN’s celebrity interview¬ 
er Piers Morgan faced calls 
Thursday to return to 
Britain to explain what he 
knows about the country’s 
phone-hacking scandal, al¬ 
though the 46-year-old 
star didn’t seem in any 
hurry to go home.

It was a traffic accident with an added 
sting. 

RCMP officers had to close an Alber¬ 
ta highway Thursday after a truck car¬ 
rying honey bees rolled into the ditch. 

Mounties say the contents of 104 
hives spilled onto both sides of the 
two-lane road southeast of Edmonton. 

Police say the accident happened 
when one of the truck’s wheels 
dropped over the highway’s shoulder 
into the ditch. The flatbed rolled onto 


its side and skidded several hundred 
metres when the driver over-corrected 
in his attempt to get the wheel back 
on the road. 

The owner of the bees arrived on 
the scene and advised the fire depart¬ 
ment to spray a mixture of water and 
foam. RCMP say that killed a lot of the 
buzzers and brought the situation 
down to a “manageable level.” 

The owner also arranged for several 
of his workers to help clean up. The 
surviving hives where loaded into two 
separate vehicles and taken back to 
their home.

Apes remake lacks soul 

O Rise of the Planet of the Apes is full of action, but loses the camp appeal of 
the original O Crouse and Breslin concur: this classic was better left untouched 


Richard: Mark, I love Planet 
of the Apes. I’ve seen the 
original and the sequels 
countless times but 1 don’t 
think Rise will find its way 
to my Blu ray shelf. 1 liked 
the action and some of the 
monkey business was very 
cool, but honestly, 1 wish 
they would have kept their 
stinking hands off my 
beloved damn dirty apes. 

MB: Yes, Richard, one tin¬ 
kers with a masterpiece at 
one’s own peril. And 1 
can’t help but miss the ele¬ 
ments that made the origi¬ 
nal franchise so great, 
mostly the heavy-handed 
irony, satiric wit, and that 
the apes talked!!! These 
apes are just too real, 
grunting away like a 
bunch of ..apes. Although, 


even the CGI isn’t perfect. 
In some shots, Caesar, the 
lead ape, looks like an 
overgrown Beanie Baby. 

RC: 1 thought Andy 
Serkis’s performance-cap¬ 
ture work as alpha ape 
Ceasar was both one of the 
movie’s strengths and 
weaknesses. No doubt his 
facial expressions, particu¬ 
larly the use of his eyes, 
add much to the character 
but the computer generat¬ 
ed imagery used to bring 
Caesar to life, while often 
impressive, lacks an organ¬ 
ic feel. The Roddy McDow¬ 
ell era apes were obviously 
fake — sometimes painful¬ 
ly so — but somehow they 
had more soul. 

MB: 1 don’t know about 


you, but 1 found the story 
— Science Experiment 
Gone Awry! — cheesy and 
derivative, but 1 did enjoy 
Caesar’s antics in James 
Franco’s house, which 
were pure kinetic poetry. 
But 1 suspect the entire 
movie exists for the last 20 
minutes when the apes 
run amok in San Francis¬ 
co. Genuinely thrilling, for 
me. Did you think Franco 
is really the reason to see 
the movie? 

RC: No, 1 don’t think Fran¬ 
co or Freida Pinto are rea¬ 
son enough to see the 
movie. It’s all about the 
monkey business. When 
the revolution begins the 
movie kicks into gear and 
becomes the movie the 
trailers promised. Some of 


the action is a bit too 
showy — since when can 
apes do martial arts? — 
but the scene of Caesar on 
horseback leading the 
charge against the heavily 
fortified cops is a real 
crowd pleaser but for my 
money it took WAY too 
long to get to the good 
stuff. 

MB: There’s also a lot of 
hack work in the minor 
roles: John Lithgow’s saint¬ 
ly Alzheimer’s patient, the 
angry next door neigh¬ 
bour, and worst of all. 
Franco’s boss at the re¬ 
search facility — a card¬ 
board villain out of a much 
cruddier film. The apes 
had more depth, although 
perhaps that’s the point of 
the movie.

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Blige gets personal with The Help 


O Singer’s soundtrack contribution is about moving 
forward O She’s doing that by testing her acting chops 




While she’s lent her musi¬ 
cal talents to films before, 
Grammy-winning singer 
Mary J. Blige wanted the 
Living Proof, her contribu¬ 
tion to The Help, to be 
more than a mere sound¬ 
track listing. 

Based on Kathr 5 m Stock- 
ett’s best-selling novel of 
the same name, the Help 
captures the essence of 
1960s Jackson, Miss., 
chronicling the relation¬ 
ships between three very 
different women who 
come together around a se¬ 
cret writing project that 
puts them all at risk. 

“I saw a screening of the 
movie twice,” Blige ex¬ 
plains. 

“At each screening I had 
my Blackberry and I would 
write down each time 


something would make 
me ciy and I would write 
down when I laughed. By 
the time we got to the stu¬ 
dio, the song was almost 
written.” 

And while the song in¬ 
tertwines thematically with 
the film, it’s still an intense¬ 
ly personal piece for Blige. 
“It means everything to 
me,” she says of the tune. 
“It means I know exactly 
where I’m going. I know 
what lies ahead for me. I 
know that my journey con¬ 
tinues because it’s been so 
rough here that to have any 
life, I have to have the 
courage to keep moving.” 

And moving forward is 
something Blige excels at, 
starting with moving from 
music into acting. Having 
already made several tele¬ 
vision and film appear¬ 
ances, most recently in 
Tyler Perry’s I Can Do Bad 


All By Myself, Blige is cur¬ 
rently shooting Rock of 
Ages. 

Describing her casting 
in the Broadway smash- 
turned-movie as “a bless¬ 
ing,” Blige plays Justice, “a 
gentlemen’s club owner — 
a very nice strip club own¬ 
er,” she says. 

“I have to be the light in 
a dark place. Normally the 
person that’s always the 
most bubbly person is the 
person with the most 
problems. The person is al¬ 
ways smiling. So, that’s 
who Justice is. And that’s 
basically my part. Of 
course there’s singing. I 
sing and I act.” 

Blige is taking her new 
career seriously, working 
with an acting coach to 
hone her skills. “I’m im¬ 
proving,” she says modest- 

ly- 

While she says music 


has given her great confi¬ 
dence in life, “acting is just 
the opposite. It says to me, 
‘You’ve got a lot of work to 
do. You’re blinking. You’re 
stuttering. Keep working 


on that. Keep working on 
your confidence.’” 

And where does she 
hope that growing confi¬ 
dence will take her? Ideally 
into a Steven Spielberg 


film. “If he ever does a 
huge movie, I would love 
for him to call Maiy J. Blige 
to be one of the African- 
Americans in the film,” she 
says. “That’s a big deal.”

After all, the undefeated 
Eskimos (5-0) missed last 
year’s playoffs with a 7-11 
mark, while the 4-1 
Bombers finished last sea¬ 
son with a league-low 4-14 
record. 

“If you probably asked 
people about this going into 
the off-season. I’m sure not 
a lot of people would have 
picked this to happen,” Ray 
said after arriving in Win¬ 
nipeg to prepare for Fri¬ 
day’s game. 

“Just because, in our 
case, there was a ton of 
changes. You’re kind of see¬ 
ing two different teams. 
Winnipeg, the same coach, 
a lot of the same players. 
Us, we had a complete 
turnover. 

“Two different ways to 
get to this point, and just 
the good thing is we’re both 
pla34ng well.”
